“ It was urged that the maximum 
limits on aid for the aged be re­ 
moved; that the state undertake 
full analysis of the water resourc­ 
es; that highway users should pay 
taxes in proportion to the costs oc­ 
casioned by their use of the high 
ways; that special effort should be 
made to avoid new taxes; that spe- 
cial effort should be made to find 
ways of continuing the school foun 
dation program. . . ” 
Criticizing what he term ed lack 
of guidance on other proposals, 
Mechem reviewed these other por­ 
tions of the governor's message: 
“ It was suggested that the state 
and local civil defense programs 
be strengthened, but no guidance 
was offered as to what is lacking 
or what should be done in this 
field. 
“ It was pointed out that the pa­ 
tient load in our mental health in­ 
stitutions might be relieved in some 
measure if better provision were 
made for care of the aged; but 
m ears and methods were not dis­ 
cussed. 
“ It was suggested that there is 
reod for improvement in the regu 
lation of publications and moving 
pictures; in the restoration of lands 
defaced by strip mining: in the 
regulation of accidert and health 
insurance; in the fixing of public 
utility rates; 
in highway safety 
legislation and in the enforcement 
cf the liquor laws. 
“ But in each of these fields'the 
policy as to future action has not 
been stated.”

You’ll probably ne 3d it 
this winter to k eep comfortable 
and healthy. Maybe a p air of ear 
muffs and warm woolen m ittens 
might come in handy, too. 
Now don’t scoff. I t’s always wise 
to 
dress 
sanely, 
rather 
than 
vainly. Cold w eather favors con­ 
gestion. It tends to slow down 
circulation in vital tissues of your 
body. For tha t reason, it is im ­ 
p ortant to k eep w arm for your 
health’s sak e, as well as for your 
comfort. 
Change in Temperature 
Actually, you feel cold or warm 
Decause of a change in the te m ­ 
p erature of your sk in, not a fluc­ 
tuation of your body tem p erature. 
A m echanical system controls 
your body tem p erature. W hen 
your sk in becomes cold, involun­ 
tary messages are relayed to your 
brain, where a therm ostat-lik e 
device autom atically help s m a in­ 
tain norm al body tem p erature. 
If you are in good health, your 
tem p erature may vary from 97 to 
99 degrees. 
Outside Help Needed 
N ature’s unique heating device, 
however, needs some outside help 
in very cold w eather. Additional 
clothing is essential to k eep your 
sk in warm, and thus m aintain a 
p rop er body tem p erature. Mak e 
sure this clothing is loose and 
light. 
Now all of you, I’m sure, k now 
enough to p ut on a sw eater and 
overcoat if you’r t going out in 
sub-freezing weather. But there 
are some necessary items of cloth­ 
ing you m ight neglect. 


| 
Ear muffs, for ^example, are 
I very im p ortant if you are going 
to be exposed to cold tem p era­ 
tures for very long. Your ears, 
fingers and 
toes 
can 
become 
frostbitten before you realize it. 
For this reason, I suggest tha t 
you wear m ittens, rather than 
snug gloves. I t ’s better to k eep 
your fingers free instead of bound 
tightly as they would be in gloves. 
Shoes tha t are too snug m ight 
also cause trouble in cold weather. 
Woolen sock s usually are good 
p rotection against the cold. If 
your feet are inclined to persoire, 
you might try a p air of thin 
cotton hose inside your woolen 
stock ings. 
Numbness a Warning 


Remember, tha t first feeling of 
numbness, especially in your feet, 
| is a warning tha t you’ve been out­ 
side too long. 
While it is im p ortant to dress 
warmly when you go out, it is just 
as im p ortant to tak e off your 
outer clothing when you go in­ 
side, even if it’s only for a few 
minutes. 
You’ll probably begin p ersp ir­ 
ing if you k eep your coat and ha t 
on in a heme or office where the 
tem p erature is 75 or 80 degrees. 
And when you go outside again, 
the cold tem p erature is going tot 
be quite a shock for your body.

While sympathizing to a limied 
exent with W yatt’s desire to re- i 
turn to his old school at Knox­ 
ville where he gained fame as a j 
player, we cannot but feel that

states 
the 
facts I 
pretty accurately. The University 
of Arkansas can get itself another 
football coach without much trou­ 
ble, 
but the bad taste left 
by 
W yatt’s act will linger on and do 
the game no good in that segment 
of the Southwest Conference. 
Midway in the past season, when 
it became obvious that the Razor- 
backs were a better football team 
than they liad been in perhaps

Fatal Shooting 


Led To Many 


Exciting Days 


1953 Slaying Still 
Fresh In Mem ory; 
Sidelights Aplenty 


The morning of Jan. 15, 1953, 
dawned with a foreboding gloom 
that hung low in the southern sky. 
The temperature was unusual­ 
ly mild for the time of year. 
From 
the 
windows 
of 
many 
Pickaway County homes it could 
have looked 
like 
an 
overcast 
dawn of an early Spring day. But 
around a small farmhouse near 
South Bloomfield, the bare, black 
trees were chill, restless and un­ 
friendly in the early breeze. 
On that day the farmhouse was 
a house of murder. And for many 
who look back on the story now- 
two years old, it may always be a 
house of mystery. 
Led by Sheriff Charles Radcliff 
and his deputies, law enforcem ent 
officers, newsmen and neighbors 
gathered rapidly shortly after 8 
a. rn. at the home of Daniel E. 
Ruff Jr., 35, of Ashville Route 2. 
The widely known farmer had been 
found shot to death in his bed. And 
his auburn-haired wife, Mary, had 
driven away in the family car, tak- j 
ing their two young Children with 
her.

WITHIN A matter of hours she 
was arrested in Columbus and ac­ 
cused of the slaying, bringing to a 
close the first fast-moving chapter 
of a tragedy that was to give the 
district its biggest murder case — 
and 
most 
interesting 
courtroom 
scenes—in many years. 
Between that gloomy 
morning 
near South Bloomfield and the late 
afternoon 
in 
Pickaway 
County 
courthouse when the a c c u s e d 
housewife was set free by a jury’s 
verdict, nearly every adult resident 
of the county, along with thousands 
in nearby regions, turned at some 
tim e or other to the many baffling 
details of the story. 
During that interval, there were 
always those who would, argue the 
case pro and con—while the ten-1 
sion of the time rose 
gradually, I 
and normal routines became some­ 
thing to handle between Ruff Case 
debates. 
After the 
trial opened, 
fam ily schedules had to be synchro­ 
nized with those of Common Pleas 
Courtroom. And at the end of each 
day’s testimony, the hassling lin­ 
gered long—and at times h ea ted - 
on the curbs, in the homes and o f-i 
fices, and around the restaurant 
> tables. 
For the great majority of Pick­ 
away County residents, main de­ 
tails of the investigation, trial, 
acquittal and aftermath are still 
fresh in memory. But during that 
hectic 
Spring two years ago, 
there were also many little inter­ 
esting developments and s i d e ­ 
lights that reached the public 
only in part or not at all. 
Some of them, inevitably, will 
alw ays have to stay as a subject 
for 
private 
conversations — and 
hilarious recollections of a period 
in which humor drew heavy con­ 
trast against the grim background 
of it all. 
Of the little incidents that came 
and went between the lines of each 
day’s excitement, however, t h e r e 
are plenty without probing at the 
things nobody wanted to say for 
publication.

DEPUTY SHERIFF Dwight Rad­ 
cliff recalls how it felt to drive 
from Columbus to Circleville while 
one of the Ruff fam ily’s big dogs 
sniffed and wheezed in asthmatic 
fashion behind his ear from t h e 
back seat. 
A local attorney can tell of a 
late-at-night dash out to the Ruff 
home when a neighbor phoned to 


say a large crowd had gathered 
“ and the place is all lit up” . The 
incident happened to occur just at 
a time when rum or persisted that 
a dead dog was being exhum ed on 
the prem ises. 
When a reporter for one Colum­ 
bus newspaper left one of the im ­ 
portant courtroom proceedings to 
roam suspiciously t h r o u g h the 
courthouse, he was trailed uneasily 
by a reporter for a rival Colum­ 
bus paper. And eventually, 
when I 
neither returned within a reaso n -1 
able length of tim e, a third went 
out to see what the other two were j 
doing. 
“Aw, I wasn’t trying to do 
anything,” 
Re p o r t e r No. 
I 
shrugged with a disgusted wave 
at No. 2. “I just came out for a 
breath of air, and everywhere I 
went this guy followed m e!” 
Under a standing courtesy ex­ 
tended by the county school sys­ 
tem , pre-school children were per- j 
mitted to “ visit” a working class 
group and watch the pupils go 
through their lessons. And during 
the Ruff trial, the num ber of pre-1 
school children left for “ visits” at 
the district schools rose suddenly ; 
to record totals. The parents had 
extraordinary things to do. 
Housewives found all sorts of ex­ 
cuses to be “ up front” when the 
courthouse doors were opened each 
morning of the trial. In at least 
one hasty-tem pered incident, a fat 
woman was pinched because—t h e 
others said—“ she used her weight 
to plow through u s.”

CHICAGO UP — Everybody m ay 
not talk about the w eather, but it 
still rem ains a popular topic, says 
a federal forecaster. 
In 1954, he said, persons in a 
dozen of the nation’s m ajor cities, | 
spent m ore money for 
telephone 
calls to get the autom atic w eather 
report than was spent by the fed- i 
eral governm ent 
for 
the 
entire j 
w eather service. In Chicago alone, 
there were about 19 million tele­ 
phone calls. 
Forecaster Charles R. Johnson 
said the 
W eather 
Bureau’s 
ap­ 
propriation last year was approx­ 
im ately $24 million. And he says 
forecasters have attained an “ ac­ 
curacy batting average” of 85 to 
88 per cent.

The argum ent does not gain in 
popularity because it is too cynical 
for most Am ericans to accept. Ap­ 
parently the British are reaching 
the conclusion that trade with Red 
China does not pay in the long run; 
that too much is at take to perm it 
trade to be the sole consideration. 
Although Hongkong has been boom ­ 
ing since the w ar, the total of Brit­ 
ish trade has not been enorm ous, 
Red China being principally sup­ 
plied by the countries within the 
Soviet U niversal State. 
The sam e is true of North Korea 
which is entering upon a program 
of industrialization. It is actually 
an advantage to 
these countries 
to sell their own goods to Soviet 
countries because 
the m eans of 
transport, overland, are more ad- | 
vantageous, since they do not cross I 
oceans. For instance, Soviet Russia 
takes the entire exportable product 
of North and Central China—wool, 
hides, tea, silk, etc., thus estab­ 
lishing an exchange system for So­ 
viet goods.
